SPAIN’S PROTEST NO GOOD

Washington, June 3.—It is plainly 
noticeable et the navy department that 
officials are expecting news of the first 
importance, but not immediately. The 
brumes* with which they have hereto­ 
fore insisted that Schley could have had 
no genera) engagement with Spanish 
forced, ships and forts at Santiago, as 
wa* reported, appeared to be based on

Whether the coal subsequently passed 
into the hands of the United States gov­ 
ernment was held to be outside of the 
province of the British and Canadian 
authorities. 
lf the queen regent of Spain has in­ 
structed Senor Castillo to ask the pow­ 
ers to intervene for peace that move­ 
ment has not yet taken any form in 
Washington either at the state depart­ 
ment or at any of the foreign embassies. 
Among diplomatic officials it is thought 
to be quite possible that Spain is feel­ 
ing her way tow ani securing peace, bat 
it is not believed this will meet any ac­ 
tive assistance from the great powers.

“The Spanish ships, with the excep­ 
tion of the Cristobal Colon, were be­ 
hind the hills and could not see the 
enemy, who threw shells around them 
With such rapidity that they knew he 
was somewhere on the other side of the 
hill, aud then hopefully raised the muz­ 
zles of their guus aud banged away. 
The result was what might have been 
expected. Their fire tore the bosom of 
the Caribbean sea, but it harmed noth­ 
ing else, 
*’Spanish honor, however, demanded 
that some farther destruction of gun­ 
powder be made, aud the ships boomed 
and the batteries roared loug after the 
American vessels were entirely out of 
range. 
“The affair soon became ludicrous, as 
nearly all of the Spanish shells fell from 
two to three miles from the vessels at 
which they were aimed. Wots** gunnery 
was never seen. One lusty man with a 
basket of brickbats would be capable of 
as much destruction as the Spaniards 
seemed capable of creating. 
Not an 
American vessel was struck aud uot a 
sailor injured, although fully 300 shots 
were fired by the Spaniards, the Ameri­ 
cans firing not over one-fourth of that 
number in return. 
It is likely that 
the latter part of the week will see more 
serious work. 
“The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius will 
join the American fleet and an attempt 
will be made by her to explode the triple 
row of mines extending across the har­ 
bor mouth. 
With these oat of the way, 
Commodore Schley will sail into the 
harbor for a death grapple with the 
fleets aud batteries.

“ Spanish honor, however, demanded 
that some farther destruction of gun­ 
powder be made, and the ships boomed 
and the batteries roared Iou* after the 
American vessels were entirely out of 
range. 
“The affair soon became ludicrous, as 
nearly all of the Spanish shells fell from 
two to three miles from the vessels at 
which they were aimed. Worse gunnery 
was never seen. 
One lusty man with a

sailor injured, although fully 300 shots 
were fired by the Spaniards, the Ameri­ 
cans firing not over one-foarth of that 
number in return.

Among the various uses to w hich 
Mexico has put some of her old monas­ 
teries and convents is that of serving 
for the incarceration of violators of the 
law. The Convento de Belen at Mexico 
City has become, in common parlance, 
Belem, the city jail and prison, accused 
and convicted persons, men, women aud 
children alike beiug confined there in 
different compartments. 
The building 
was put up by the Spanish governor in 
1680, as an inscription at the head of 
the maiu stairway tells. A casual visit 
paid it by a reporter of The Mexican 
Herald reveals a condition of prison 
management in Mexico worthy of pass­ 
ing attention in the days of prison re­ 
form associations and international pris­ 
on congresses. 
The Herald said that Belem had been 
commonly spoken of as a second Black 
Hole of Calcutta, but the reporter found 
that the prison was kept in a state of 
comparative cleanliness; not so, how- 
over, the prisoners. 
Their condition he 
described as one of disgusting filthiness. 
Although there was A hydrant in every 
cell and general bathing facilities in 
each compartment, the reporter found 
only one inmate either at bath or with 
any indication of having bathed within 
a year. It was explained to him by tho 
prison authorities that formerly the 
regulations required prisoners to bathe 
daily, but that this was regarded as 
such a hardship that the sufferers m an­ 
aged to have it declared a form of cruel 
and unusual punishment aud so to have 
the rule abrogated. 
There are in the 
prison now 8,451 prisoners, of whom 
2,933 are men aud 80 are minors. 
A curious feature found by the re­ 
porter was the spanish regard for too 
arts, even w ithin 
prison walls. 
He 
found in the south wing the writers of 
libel, “ and the cells reserved for m u ­ 
sicians, artists and others of the fine 
arts.” It would seem to be a charitable 
as well as an inclusive provision, that 
“ and others” (besides artists) of the 
fine arts. The musicians are permitted, 
apparently, to take their instruments to 
jail with them, much as mechanics take 
into the prison workshop their own 
tools of trade. 
“ The walls of the m u ­ 
sicians’ cells are decorated with differ­ 
ent musical instruments, aud the re ­ 
porter was told that almost every even­ 
ing there was a conceit in one of the 
patios.” 
Men sometimes do in Mexico what in 
this colder clime they content them ­ 
selves with wishing done, for the re­ 
porter came upon one Adams, under 
sentence of 20 years “ for killing a w ait­ 
er at the Club de la Opera because ho 
did not bring bis dinner quick enough.” 
Adams has the freedom of his galley. 
There are in each galley three trusties 
who go about w ith clubs aud preserve 
order, using the club “ only when moral 
suasion will not do as w ell.” 
There were stoics among the 57 men 
condemned to death. 
One of these, u n ­ 
der sentence for assassinating a man, 
expressed his serene confidence as to his 
future, but, “ if worst comes to w orst” , 
•—a shrug of the shoulders and palms 
tip. 
This man and some others under 
death sentence had the run of the com­ 
m andant's offices, notwithstanding there 
were on the walls, serving as decora­ 
tions, confiscated weapons of prisoners. 
Oddly enough, as it would seem in this 
country, though it w ouldn’t have been 
strange in the Italy of Machiavelli, 
there wasn’t a gun among these. 
The 
nearest to it was a bayonet, aud tho rest 
were 
poiuards, 
scimiters, 
stilettos, 
butcher knives, table knives, penknives, 
aud shoemakers’ knives. 
The dinner hour was marked by a 
curious spectacle. 
The street outside 
the prisou was filled with the “ wives, 
children, dogs and other members of 
the 
prisoners’ 
households.” 
These 
brought baskets of edibles to the prison­ 
ers, some of whom were permitted to 
speak to their relatives through a grat­ 
ing. 
To tin- convicts not permitted to 
come to the grating, theii relatives were 
allowed to send in notes accompanying 
the dinner baskets. 
This privilege had 
given rise to a peculiar way of making 
a few pennies among persons able to 
w rite—“ itinerant scribes who for a 
cent or two wrote messages to the pris­ 
oners.” One woman bade the scribe to 
put her message in red ink. She would 
have mono of the “ purple stuff.” 
“ Tell h im ,” said she, “ that I send 
him two little tamales and tell him 
that la perrita died yesterday. ’’ 
Says the reporter, “ And the scribe, 
leaning under tho shade of his umbrel­ 
la, sitt ing on a rock, with his bot cie of 
red ink on another rock beside him, 
worked away assiduously, with an ety­ 
mology all his own. beginning para­ 
graphs with lower case letters and put­ 
ting iu caps in the most unexpected 
places, so that it would take an Igna­ 
tius Donnelly cryptogram to decipher 
the meaning of his hieroglyphics.”

Among the various uses to which 
Mexico has put some of her old monas­ 
teries and convents is that of serving 
for the incarceration of violators of the 
law. The Convento de Belen at Mexico 
City has become, in common parlance, ' 
Belem, the city jail aud prison acrniw'd 1 
and convicted persons, men, women and 
children alike being confined there in 
different compartments. 
The building 
was put up by the Spanish governor in 
1686, as au inscription at the head of 
the main stairway tells. A casual visit 
paid it by a reporter of The Mexican 
Herald reveals a condition of prison 
management in Mexico worthy of pass­ 
ing attention in the days of prison re­ 
form associations aud international pris­ 
on congresses. 
The Herald said that Belem had been 
commonly gpokeu of as a second Black 
Hole of Calcutta, but the reporter found 
that the prison was kept in a state of 
comparative cleanliness; not so, how­ 
ever, tiio prisoners. Their condition be 
described as one of disgusting filthiness. 
Although there was ft hydrant in every 
cell and general bathing facilities in 
each compartment, the reporter found 
only one inmate either at bath or with 
any indication of having bathed within 
a year. It was explained to him by the 
prison authorities that formerly the 
regulations required prisoners to bathe 
daily, but that this was regarded as 
such a hardship that the sufferers man­ 
aged to have it declared a form of cruel 
and unusual punishment and so to have 
the rule abrogated. 
There are in the 
prison now 3,451 prisoners, of whom 
51,933 are men and 80 are minors. 
A curious feature fonnd by the re­ 
porter was the Spanish regard for the 
arts, even within prison walls. 
He 
found in the south wing the writers of 
libel, "and the cells reserved for m u­ 
sicians, artists and others of the fine 
arts.” It would seem to be a charitable 
as well as an inclusive provision, that 
“ and others” (besides artists) of the 
fine arts. The musicians are permitted,

Among the various uses to which 
Mexioo has put some of her old m onas­ 
teries and convents is that of serving 
for the incarceration of violators of the 
law. The Convento de Belen at Mexico 
C ity has become, in common parlance, 
Belem, the city jail and prison, accused 
and convicted persons, uieu, women and 
children alike being confined there in 
different com partm ents. 
The building 
was put up by the Spanish governor in 
1086, as nu inscription at the head of 
the m ain stairw ay tells. A casual visit 
paid it by a reporter of The Mexican 
H erald reveals a condition of prison 
m anagem ent in Mexico w orthy of pass­ 
ing attention in the days of prison re­ 
form associations and international pris­ 
on congresses. 
The H erald said th at Belem had been 
commonly spoken of as a second Black 
Hole of Calcutta, but the reporter found 
that the prison was kept in a state of 
com parative cleanliness; not so, how­ 
ever, tho prisoners. 
Their condition he 
described as one of disgusting filthiness. 
A lthough there was H hydrant in every 
cell aud general bathing facilities in 
each com partm ent, the reporter found 
only one inm ate either at bath or w ith 
any indication of having bathed w ithin 
a year. 
It was explained to him by the 
prison authorities that form erly the 
regulations required prisoners to bathe 
daily, but th at this was regarded as 
such a hardship that the sufferers m an­ 
aged to have it declared a form of cruel 
and unusual punishm ent aud so to have 
the rule abrogated.

prison now 8,451 prisoners, of whom 
2,983 are men and 80 are minors.

aud shoem akers’ knives. 
The dinner hour was markod by a 
curious spectacle. 
The street outside 
the prison was filled w ith the “ wives, 
children, dogs and other members of 
the 
prisoners’ 
households.” 
These 
brought baskets of edibles to the prison­ 
ers, some of whom were perm itted to 
speak to their relatives through a g rat­ 
ing. 
To the convicts not perm itted to 
come to the grating, their relatives were 
allowed to send in notes accompanying 
the dinner baskets. 
This privilege had 
given rise to a peculiar way of m aking 
a few pennies among persons able to 
w rite—“ itinerant scribes who for a 
cent or two wroto messages to the p ris­ 
oners. ” One woman bade the scribe to 
put her message iu red ink. She would 
have Mono of the “ purple stuff. ” 
“ Tell h im ,” said she, “ that I send 
him two little tam ales and tell him 
th at la perrita died yesterday.” 
Says tho reporter, “ And the scribe, 
leaning under the shade of his um brel­ 
la, sitting on a rock, w ith his bottle of
